Voices. Is it your Opinion, that all Chriſtians whether

Teachers ? If it is, Artansi, Socanzans, Armenians 
and Pafziſts will give in their Claim. Or do ye re- 
ſtrict all Chriſtian People to Proteftants, and under 
theſe comprehend Epiſcopali ans, Independents, An- 
tinomzeans and Anabapraſts as well as Pretbyterians? 
If this is your Judgment, you'll find this is an Invi- 
tation to all theſe Sects to ſet up different Commu- 
njons among us; and this is to appear for that Tole- 
ration you loudly complain of as a Grievance.

[ (as yon fay) are falfe Miniſters, that is, as I conceive, 
F corrupt Teachers: And now, you'll mind that in 
this Sermon on the Aſoumt, he is ſpeaking to the 
Multitudes that had aſſembled there, chap. v. 1, 2. 
Aud conſequently this Caution did immediately con- 

dern them; and that thoſe falſe Miniſters were the 
Seribes and Phariſees, who taught for Doctriner, 
 ghe Commandments of Men; and by their Traditi- 
ons made doid the Law of God, Mat. xv. 6, 9. and 
were alſo unſound about Divorces and Oaths : Theſe 
were the Perſons the Multitudes were to guard a- 
-gainſt, that they might not be infected with their 
TLeaven: But will it follow that they were to be the 
'BleRors of their Teachers? Surely not; for the very 
Reverſe is plain from, Mat. xxiii. a, 3. the Scrzbes 
"and Phariſees fat in Moſes's: Seat, all therefore 
_  ewhatſdever they bid you do, (i. e. according to the 
"Law of Moſes) that obſerve and do. Again, When 
that Generation had faithful Teachers, our Saviour 
Hirſt gave them twelve Apoſtles, and then ſeventy 
Diſciples; but is the Caſe of the Church of Scorland 
Jike that of the Jews in our Saviour's Days? Are 
chere corrupt Teachers in it? Then the People can 
repair to and attend on the Miniſtry of ſuch as are 
koneſt and faithful; for I hope you'll own that there 
are many ſuch .; this is the Remedy that is left you. 
As to the fecond Text in the Goſpel, . 922. John 
=. $5. A Stranger will they not follow, but flee from 
bim, &c. And here, you lay, the Sheep by a heaven- 

Iy Inftin& and Sagacity know the Voice of the true 
Shepherd. Theſe Words are Sounds ta which you 
cannot affix certain Zdcas, unleſs you mean that 
Chriſt's Sheep or People are inſpired. Our Saviour 
zn the Goſpel lays down a ſure Way how to di- 
Ainguzſh true and falſe Teachers, Matib. vii. 16, 
20. By their Fruits ye ſhall know them: Juſt as if 
Man ſhall taſte of the Fruits of two Trees, and 
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2 Judgment which is beſt. And as to theſe Eu- 
preffions, John viii. 3. The Sheep. hear hir Voice; 
and ger. 4. The Sheep know his Voice, I think our 
Saviour there ſpeaks only of himſelf, who is the 
Shepherd, and the good Shepherd eminently, in 
Oppoſition to all others that came before him, with 
a pretext of being the promiſed Meſſiar, and to al

others that ſhould come after him, with the ſame © 


Pretext; for he foretold, that Counterfeits and Im- 


poſtors, that falſe Chriſts would ariſe and-deceive 


many. But what is this hearing and knowing his 
Voice? Are you ſo weak as to think it is the knows 


ing the mere found he formed in the Air, when he 


| ſpoke ? Is it not the knowing of him to be the good 
Shepherd and the Maſſias, by the Accompliſnment 
of the Prophecies concerning him, by the Excellence 
of his Doctrine, the Heavenlineſs of his Life, and 
the many ſtupenduous Miracles which he wrought? 
But if you fhall maintain that all other Shepherds. or 
true Minifters are meant in this allegorical Dis- 
courſe, I want exceedingly to know what you un- 
derſtand by a divine Inftint and Sagacity in the 
Sheep to know their Voice; For is not their Voice 
their true and pure Doctrine? And can this be 
known any other Way, but by bringing it to the 
Touch-ſtone, and examining it by the holy Scriptures, 
the only Rule of Faith and Manners, and finding 
the native Tendency of it to promote Holineſs and” 
Piety in themſelves, and thoſe that hear them. If 
vou would give over your Cant, and ſpeak to me 
plainly in thoſe or the like intelligible Words, I 
could underſtand you. Now if this is your Meaning, 
I cannot perceive your Inference from it, for the di- 
vine Right of popular Election: But in all the Calls 
of Miniſters to vacant Congregations, I never heard 
of any of you that refuſed a Miniſter on th is Ground, 
that his Doctrine was not pure and true; if you had, 
the Judicatories of the Church would have heard 
Fou to your Satisfaction. 2. You attempt, Page 14. 
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fo PROF. your Aﬀſcrtion from As i, 15,26. There 
(you ſay): the Apoſtle Peter called the 120 Diſcipler

Here 
are amaſs'd together a great many Abſurdities to 
make out ſomething like an Argument: You ſay 
the Apoſtle called the Diſciples to nominate: But 
there is nothing in all that Context, ſhewing they 
were called by him 5 but on the contrary, they had 
uſually met, and continued to do ſo in the Upper- 
room, and to join with one Accord in common Prayer 
and Supplication, as we learn from ver. 14. Lou 
afterwards in the ſame Page, Line 28. make the 
120 Diſciples to be the People, when (you ſay) the 
Diſciples or People, Oc. This is ſuch an Or and 
Identity. that you have no Ground for in the Context, 
and by it you exclude the eleven Apoſtles and the 
ſeventy Diſciples of our Lord from the Number of 
the 120: You fay they,vzz.the 120 Diſciples or People 
did nominate and appoint, or preſent, Sc. But 
L hope you'll have ſome Regard to the learned 
and pious Mr. Rutherford, who contradicts 
you: in. this Point, wherein you lay the Streſs of 
your Argument, Due Rzght of Prefbytery, Page 
196. Theſe Words they appointed two, are re- 
ative to ver. 17. For he was numbred with us : 
Aud to theſe, ver. 21. wherefore of theſe Men 
a have companied with us, &c. And to theſe 
Morde, ver. 22. muſt one be ordained to be Witneſs 


r us of his Reſurrefion: And the reſt are ſes 
down as Witneſſes, ver. 14. the Women and others 
were only Conſenters. You ſay that the People did 
nominate and appoint; but Mr. Rut herford ſays. 
that they did not, and that they were only Witneſſes 
and Conſenters: Tou ſay they did nominate 77 
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67 
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chuſe two Candidates for the Apoſtleſhip; Mr. 


Rutherford denies this: But tho' it were granted, 
does this prove, that becauſe they named Candidates 
for the Apoſtleſhip, that the People have a Right 
to chuſe Church-officers? By no Means. I name you 
another famous Presbyterian Divine in our own Na- 
tion, refuſing all you advance from this Text; and 
this is the learned Mr. Wood Profeſſor of Divinity 
at St. Andrews, who, in his valuable Book againſt 
Lockzer the Independent, goes the ſame Way with 
Mr. Rutherford, p. 225. Lockier had afferted that 


Peter in his Speech, ſaid to all, That one of them 


might be choſen by them, 3. e. all of them. This 
(ſays Mr. Wood) is a plain Audition to or corrupt- 
ing of the Text, wherein there is no ſuch Thing. 
Peter ſaith of theſe Men which have companzed 
with us muſt one be ordained to be a Witneſs : He 
Jauth not, muſt one be ordained by yon; when he 
faith, they appointed, they gave forth their Lots, 
they numbred, meaning as he doth, they all, the 
120: He begs the Thing in Queſtion; but I confeſs 
I newer thought that in this Place (Acts i.) was 
geld forth a Ordination performed by Men at all, 
People or Apoſtles. A great and learned Body of 
Presbyterian Miniſters in the Provincial Synod of 
Longon in their Jus Div. Min. P. 127. maintain, 
that the Words they appointed, relate to the Apoſtles, 
and not to the 120 Diſciples, and give the very 
ſame Reaſons above-mentioned : and alſo for this 
they refer to the Annotators, who compoſed the 
Engliſh Annotations. You proceed in your Argu- 
ment, and add, that in the laſt Verſe it is ſaid, ” 
And they gave forth their Lots, and the Lot falling 
upon Matthias, he was numbred with the eleven 
Apoſtles ; which Word numbred, in the original 
Language, ſignifies 10 chuſe by Votes or common 
Suffrages, &c. But will you have the Effrontery to + 
lay, That the Peoples Votes were asked, to know 
if they did approve of, or well pleaſed with

an Election that God himſelf had made: You'll 
notice what Mr. Vood ſays, as to your Signification 

of the Word aumbred in this Place, which be gives 
In the Worde of Mr. Daniel Cawarey, a learned

mnſter Aſſembly, Find. Clav. P. 28, 25. That 
' £lace (ſays he) Acts i. was not an ordinary Caſe, 
 epherein the People had little or no Hand.

dad not the Apoſtles, much leſs the People. As for 


#hat Word, wynarsLngrsin, it cannot be properly 
talen, as if they by their Votes and Suffrages had 
bares 6r ordained Matthias zo be an Apoſile 
ut thus, ſeeing God had choſen or ordained him, 
they accepted of him by orderly Subjeftzon to the 
redealed Mill of Chriſt. Thus I have anſwered you 
in your 'own Way; tor your Argument is, That 
ſound Proteſtant Divines uſe this Scripture for proy- 
ing your Right: Are not the forementioned Divines 
Sound and Proteſtants, nay Presbyterians, and yet 
they ſay there is no Proof here? Are you not now 
aſhamed of that downright Untruth you boldly aſſert 
in Line 42. All ſound Proteſtant Divines make uſs 
be of this Scripture for proving the ſaid Right.“ Having 
thus anſwered your nameleſs Authorities by oppoſite 
Authorities, which I have particularly named ; I 
now refer you to my Reaſonings in the Inquiry, from 
ERR].

And further, I refer you to what I have - } 
already laid before you in this Pamphlet, Page Y 
where I clearly made it out, that our Divines who 
compoſed the Order of the Election of Elders and 
Deacons in the Church of Edinburgb, and the Aſ- 
ſembly, Anuo 1569. who approved of it, did not 
think that the great Multitude then at Fernſalem, 
did aſſemble for this Election, and that they bad 
not a Place to contain them: And therefore theſe 
Divines made the Communicants the EleQors, to 


the Excluſion of all other. And the Afembly, ' 


Anno 1642, did not think that - this Scripture Text 
does oblige us to a popular Election of the Deacone, 


| becauſe they not only exclude the Multitude of the 


People, but the Communicants themſelves, and place - 
it in the Hands of the Kirk-ſeſſion. And it muſt 
be known to you all, that there is not ſo much as 


one Deacon in the whole Church of Scotland fince 


that Time till this Day, choſen by the People of a 
Pariſh. But, hecauſe you ſay, That ſound Prote- 


ſtant Divines confirm the divine Inftitution of popu- 
lar Election from this Scripture, I ſhall ſhow you, 


that many of the beſt and moſt learned of them think 
otherwiſe, and that herein the moſt conſiderable 
Presbyterian Hoctors differ from thoſe ſound Prote- 
Rant Divines not named by you. The firſt I name 
is Bega, that Miracle of Learning, and eminent 
. Fi» - = Refor. 
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Reformer; to whoſe Sentiments all the reformed 
Churches have paid the greateſt Deferences. Tratt. 
Theol. Ed. Gen. Vol. z. Ep. 83. P. $09, Ouod e- 
nim es Hiſtoria Electionis, Cc. i. e. that which is 
aAlledged from the Accounts of the Election Mat- 
'thias ard the Deacons 2s not to the Purpoſe,— as is 
abundantly proven by the French Churches, in their 
Publick Synods agarnſt Morellius and his Party. 
And the London Synod of Presbyterian Miniſters, 
Jus Divin. Min. p. 129. deny the Conſequence of 
your Argument. For, ſay they, it it a certain Rule, 
Argumentum a minors ad majus non valet afferma- 
tide; It ig no good Way of arguing to ſay, That be- 
cauſe a Man i able to do the Leſſer, he 2s able to 
do the Greater. And to the ſame Purpoſe after- 
wards, the Sum of which is, It doth not follow, that 


and diſtribute Money to the Poor, that they are able 
to chooſe Men that ſhall divide the Word of God 
amongſt them. Thus I have mentioned a National 
Synod of the Church of Scotland, the Gallican Sy- 
nods, and the Provincial Synod of London, all of 
them Presbyterians, contradicting your Argument. 
Tou cite Dr. Ouen, an Independent, as one of your 
ſound Proteſtant Divines, arguing, as you do, from 
this Text; but I would have you to notice the Opi- 
nion of an Aſſembly of the Church of Scotlaud in the 
Covenanting Times, which you call the pureſt 
Times of this Church, concerning the Independents : 
It is the Aſſembly Anno 1647. The General Aſ-

* poſſible it is for the ſame Evils to invade and over» 
« iprcad this Kirk and Kingdom (lying within the 
* ſaid Iſland) by the ſpreading of their Rr

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+ Books, Pamphlets, Libels and Letters, and by cön- 


verſing with them that are infected with the ſaid Er · 
© rors, except the ſame be timeouſly prevented; do 


© therefore in the Name of God, inhibit and diſcharge 
© all the Members of this Kirk and Kingdom, to 
* converſe with Ferſons tainted with ſuch Errors. But 

it ſcems you have been converſing with their Books, _ 


which is equally dangerous. From this Act you'll 
now be convinc'd, that the Sentiments of our Church:

” alittle after you ſay, hig ir an unexceÞtionable 
Witneſs for your Right, and ſo bright an Evidence, 
that all the Duſt raiſed by Popiſb Cavils and Excep- 
tion agarnſt it, ſhall never be able to cloud or ob- 
Seure this Argument. This Argument I have anſwered 
at great Length in the Inquiry, from p. 66,—74. not 
by Fopiſh Exceptions, but by Exceptions from approved 
Authors before Popery was known in the World, and 
by Proteſtant Exceptions too, made uſe of by the lear- 
ned Mr. Selden, a Member of the Weſtminſter Aﬀem- 
bly, and Mr. Leigb, a learned Critick. To all theſe 
1 now.ſubjoin another Witneſs againſt you, and this is 
Profeſſor Mood, page 248. J confeſs ( ſays he) J. ſee 
#20. Neceſſity of rendering the Word here thus, made 
by. Suffrages 3 for however it be true, that the Uſe 
of thts Word u ei, araſes from the Manner of 
 Suffrages uſed among the Grecians, either in chooſing
